nyone who has any feeling at all 

for The University of Alabama has a 
special remembrance of coach Bryant. It 
could be something he said on television 
or radio, or which was quoted in a 
newspaper or magazine. It could be a 
favorite picture. It could be having his 
autograph, shaken his hand, seen him up 
close. Perhaps it was just knowing he was 
Alabama's. 

Each of his former players has a 
special memory—something coach 
Bryant said or did. For many of them it 
came following their Crimson Tide playing 
careers; and for many of those that 
special memory is an act by coach Bryant 
which has meant the difference between 
success and failure. During the past week 
many of those memories were shared as 
men who had played for coach Bryant at 
Maryland, Kentucky, Texas A&M and 
Alabama—and mostly Alabama in 25 of 
his 38-year career—descended on 
Tuscaloosa and Birmingham. 

His personal friends included mostly 
the rich and famous, because he was rich 
and famous (though not in that order) and 
that’s the way things usually work. But he 
didn’t measure friendships by wealth or 
fame. And there was no such thing as a lit- 
tle person in his book. He never forgot his 
humble beginnings and considered many 
of virtually every station his friend. He was 
comfortable with everyone, although 
because of his stature everyone was not

comfortable with him. Each of those 
friends—rich or famous or other- 
wise—has a special memory. Those 
memories were also exchanged last 
week. 

He had a different relationship with 
journalists, for the most part an arm's 
length relationship. Those in this field 
closest to him were genuinely fond of him, 
chuckling over and ignoring his belief that 
it was the duty of the press to support the 
Alabama football team, delighting in 
covering him and his players. They each 
have a special memory and almost to a 
man they shared that memory with their 
readers and viewers last week. Those 
journalists who did not know him well 
could be venemous, but coach Bryant (as 
successful people in every walk of life) ac- 
cepted such treatment with little or no 
concern. 

Coach Bryant was particularly fond of 
football coaches, his assistants and his 
fellow head coaches. It was no surprise 
that upon the news of his death tributes 
poured in from the men in his field, many 
of them sharing a personal memory. And 
it was no surprise that the greats and past 
greats of the profession made their way to 
Alabama to pay last respects to the 
greatest of them all. 

Even competing teams and their fans 
have their memories. It may be the glee 
that came from those occasional victories 
over the Tide, which translated in their 
minds to ‘‘We Beat The Bear." But it was 
often obvious that even losses to Alabama 
were special occasions, because they 
had taken on the best. Even the most bit- 
ter rivals cried with Alabama and 
remembered. 

The most precious memories belong to 
his family, and particularly to his 
sweetheart of nearly half a century. He 
called Mary Harmon Bryant ‘‘the prettiest 
girl on campus,”’ and she, too, has a place 
in the hearts of all who love Bama. She 
shared coach Bryant with us, and we 
shared in her particular grief. 


On January 26, 1983, four weeks after 
he had coached his final football victory, 
coach Bryant was in the intensive care 
unit at Druid City Hospital, reported 
resting comfortably after a night-before 
scare of chest pains. At 12:24 he was 
struck with a massive coronary. Extraor- 
dinary medical procedures went im- 
mediately into effect, but after 66 minutes 
the battle was lost. Within 15 minutes his 
secretary, Mrs. Linda Knowles, had given 
Al Browning at our office the terrible 
news. 

| didn't cry when | first heard it, perhaps 
refusing to believe it. But | cried soon 
after, as | suspect many did. And | cried 
several more times that day and in follow- 
ing days. And | expect to cry from time-to- 
time for years to come. Partly it's because 
it doesn't seem fair. He didn’t have time to 
enjoy his retirement. (Although many feel 
that he would never have been happy 
without football, no one ever deserved 
more to have an opportunity to find out.) 
He loved his family, but his life of 18-hour 
work days have denied him and them the 
pleasure of togetherness, and now that 
chance is gone forever. He didn't have a 
chance to witness the dozens and dozens 
of wonderful successes which are ahead 
for his players, and in which he shared 
their joy. 

And | know it’s not reasonable, but | 
couldn't help thinking, ‘‘Damn it, they had 
him in the intensive care unit. Why 
couldn't they save him?”’ 

But mostly it’s because of memories. 
They strike at any time, flooding over.me 
in bitter-sweetness. Had coach Bryant 
listed his 100 closest friends (which-he 
would never have done), | don't think | 
would have been among them. But | knew 
him and marveled at him for 15 years and 
| have known of dozens and dozens of 
thoughtful, generous acts by him, several 
directed towards me and my family. Some 
were so warm as to be, at first blush, un- 
characteristic of him. Actually they were 
only uncharacteristic of the image of the 


rough, tough football coach, They will 
always be the slice of his life he shared 
with me. 

He was Papa to his family; Paul to his 
closest friends; Bear to the millions who 
loved him and admired him. There are 
dozens of coaches at The University of 
Alabama. But whenever anyone referred 
to ‘‘Coach,”’ there was never any doubt 
about whom was ‘‘Coach.”"’ To hundreds 
of ex-players and associates Paul William 
Bryant is and will be forever ‘‘Coach.”’

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Tide Basketball 
Team An Enigma 


t doesn't seem possible to explain, a basketball team resting on 

the bottom of the Southeastern Conference and possessing 
some of the most impressive victories in college basketball this 
year. None, of course, is more impressive than the 70-67 
nationally-televised win over then number one ranked UCLA in 
Pauley Pavillion. In nearly 300 games on their home court, the 
Bruins have lost only 15 times and to a total of only eight teams. 
Nearly everyone expected a struggling Bama to be embar- 
rassed. Instead, the Tide rose to a new height, higher than the 
victory over Kentucky, higher than the 21-point win over 
Georgetown. 

But the lows are far outnumbering the highs. Last year Bama 
beat Vanderbilt and Ole Miss in Tuscaloosa and defeated 
Florida, Auburn, Georgia and Mississippi State on the road. This 
year those six wins are all losses and, along with the road loss to 
Tennessee, the Tide has a 2-7 conference record. Coach 
Sanderson shook his head following Monday night’s loss at 
Starkville. ‘If you had told me we'd be 9-0 in non-conference play 
with road games against Penn State, Southern Cal, Georgetown 
(actually a neutral site game) and UCLA | would have told you to 
check into the hospital,"’ he said. ‘‘By the same token, if you had 
told me we would be 2-7 in the league, | would have said the 
same thing.” 

And things certainly don't get better. Kentucky in Lexington 
looms and the Wildcats will have revenge on their minds. Bama 
has two straight wins over the Cats, in Lexington for the con- 
ference tournament title last year and in Tuscaloosa this year. 
Bama does have five home games remaining in the last half of 
the season, but that hasn't been particularly meaningful thus far. 
A break even season seems the best that can be hoped for in 
Southeastern Conference play; and that will take more im- 
pressive performance than has been exhibited in league com- 
petition. Bama’s non-conference victories may earn the Tide a 
trip to the NIT, but the only hope for the NCAA aimost certainly 
rests with a repeat tournament championship. 


ome things have gone wrong for Bama that can only be attri- 

buted to the fates. Mike Davis broke his thumb in the final 
moments of the win over Kentucky. Although he has missed only 
about one and a half games with the injury, and although he has 
played well, he has not been a 100 percent Mike Davis. 

It was a bad year for Alabama to have to perform with the 
45-second clock, partly because of the makeup of the Alabama 
team (i.e., no true power forward) and partly because of Bama’s 
lack of depth. The shot clock allows opponents to collapse 
around Bobby Lee Hurt in the middle, leaving Alabama to live or 
die by the outside shot. It also means that when Bama has men 
in foul trouble the Tide can’t buy time with a delay game. Coach 
Sanderson has few proven performers he can look to when he 
must go to his bench. There has been no shot clock in most of 
Bama's wins, and there will not be one in the conference tourna- 
ment. 

Rebounding is a critical part of basketball. Alabama has no tru- 
ly outstanding rebounder, although Hurt is a great leaper and 
although the guards get as many as a guard can be expected to 
get because of effort. Coach Sanderson has tried to get a little 
more muscle into the game by starting Mark Farmer in the mid- 
die, but Farmer has seen little basketball competition for the bet- 
ter part of three years. His size and effort are plusses, but his ex- 
perience handicaps him. Cliff Windham, who got more rebounds 
than aman his size should have for the past few years, is not get-

From Top Prep Players. 


he February 9 signing date is closing 

fast and it appears that Alabama will 
have a number of top prep football per- 
formers in the fold quickly. Newspapers 
have reported no fewer than 16 committ- 
ments to Alabama and ordinarily the Tide 
would have other committments that have 
not been made public. Bama lost 29 
players to graduation following the 1982 
season. It would appear the Tide has 
about 68 returning scholarshipped 
players. It would also seem that Bama 
would offer one or two scholarships to 
men who were on the squad but not on 
scholarship last year, notably transfers 
Thornton Chandler, tight end from Florida 
A&M, and Bill Pierce, quarterback- 
defensive back from Arkansas. That 
leaves in the neighborhood of 25 scholar- 
ships, plus the few that can be used 
assuming normal attrition. It seems 
reasonable to assume that Bama will not 
hesitate to sign 30 new football players if 
that many top ones are available. 

Alabama has had top players visiting in 
Tuscaloosa each weekend (including the 
weekend of coach Bryant's funeral). 
Some weekends saw as many as 20 or so, 
but as signing date drew closer the 
number of recruits visiting got smaller. 
During the Alabama-LSU basketball game 
prospects were asked to leave the arena 
one at a time for a few minutes for a 
private chat with coach Perkins.

ootball activity around the athletics 

department other than recruiting has 
centered on conditioning. One of coach 
Perkins’ first acts was to inform Tiders 
that slack conditioning would not be 
tolerated. Since January 17 the team has 
been in the off-season program under 
strength and conditioning coach Al Miller. 
Coach Miller is a stickler for doing things 
the right way. He has a plan for every 
Alabama player and insists each player 
follow the plan. 

Players are in a weight lifting program 
on Mondays, Wednesdays and Fridays, 
while running work takes place Tuesdays 
and Thursdays. Spaced in between both 
running and weight lifting duties are 
special drills of various types. One of 
those is doing arm dips on parallel bars. 
Once this year coach Millér called for 
each player to get in 20 dips. One player 
decided no one would notice if he stopped 
on 19, but coach Miller did notice. ‘‘If | 
had wanted 19 | would have asked for 
19,"" he said to the player as he began to 
leave the bars. Coach Miller put him back 
on the bars and the count began at one. 

Although the players say the workouts 
are difficult, they are quick to add that 
results are evident. They are confident 
Alabama will be a much stronger team. 

The weight room has been almost com- 
pletely redesigned since coach Miller 
became strength and conditioning coach 
last fall. “It seems there’s a new piece of 
equipment every time we go in there,” 
said one Tider. 

Tide linebacker Jimmy Watts is under 
going rehabilitation work after surgery on 
his wrist. Watts suffered an injury two 
years ago and has played the last two 
seasons in a modified cast. Following the 
Liberty Bowl game the bone was removed 
and a tendon transplanted.

Coach Gambril 
is Recovering 


“It’s just another challenge in my life 
and in my coaching career, another 
challenge | am certain | will overcome.” 
Such are the words of Alabama head 
swimming coach Don Gambril who is now 
recovery quickly after coronary bypass 
surgery performed last week. Gambril 
entered the hospital on January 17 after 
complaining of chest pains. After a week 
of extensive testing in a Tuscaloosa 
hospital he was transferred to Bir- 
mingham for the bypass surgery. 

“Everything is going on schedule. | am 
recovering more quickly than most people 
and hope to set a hospital recovery 
record. | will be going to my home in 
Tuscaloosa on Thursday (February 3). 

“Although | have been in the hospital 
for awhile my mind is still on the pool 
deck,"' says coach Gambril. His assistant 
coaches can attest to that fact. Although 
Gambril is in a hospital bed he continues 
to write daily workouts and the lineups for 
both his Tide men’s and women’s teams. 

Coach Gambril’s expertise has already 
resulted in spectacular achievements this 
season. The women have recorded a 9-1 
record while the men have an unblem- 
ished 11-0 dual meet record. 

Although Gambril's foremost concern 
and responsibility is his Crimson Tide 
teams, there have been questions about 
how his surgery will affect his position as 
1984 United States Head Olympic Coach. 
To these questions coach Gambril 
responds, ‘‘It is just as if an Olympic 
swimmer had been injured and had to ad- 
just to the injury to achieve his goal. | want 
to be head Olympic Coach so | will over- 
come any obstacles put in my way. This 
operation was just one of those 
obstacles."

He Mastered Life 


It was Wednesday afternoon, shortly 
after noon, that | felt the urge to 
telephone Mrs. Linda Knowles, a super 
secretary, to check on the physical con- 
dition of coach Bryant. 

“Al, he’s gone,’’ she said, her voice 
choked by sobs. 

At that moment, the world stood still. 

Chills came before the tears, and | 
knew my office was not the place to be. 
So, not knowing anywhere else to go, | 
went to his, where | had been honored to 
spend so many wonderful hours listen- 
ing to the coach talk to me like a grand- 
father does to a grandson. Seeing his 
door, closed, and seeing her face, pale, 
hurt me like nothing has since the death 
of my grandfather in the mid-1960s, 
when Alabama was in the midst of win- 
ning national championships in football 
back-to-back. 

At that moment, the world started 
turning again, but it was then that | knew 
it would never be quite the same, never 
be quite as mystical for a young man 
who discovered a hero and then got 
close enough to him to recognize him as 
a man. 

The coach was buried Friday after- 
noon after the most meaningful tribute | 
have witnessed, but as of this day, at 
almost 2 a.m. on the Tuesday after, my 
mind tells me that he is dead, but my 
heart tells me that he is only gravely ill. It 
is true that nobody wants to turn loose of 
something that is grand, dear to the 
heart, and the coach was that and much 
more to me. 

If | had a problem, he was quick to 
listen. If | asked for advice, he was quick 
to give it. If | felt compelled to suggest 
something to him, he patiently listened, 
treating me, as he did others, as if there 
was nothing in the world more important 
to him than my thoughts, my burdens 
and my aspirations. 

So it was, at least in my estimation, 
that the coach became the greatest 
figure to ever walk—no, his was more of 
an amble—in his chosen profession by 
giving so much of himself to his school 
and to his people that he received total, 
dilligent service in return. 

Paul Bryant did not steal the affec- 
tions of people around him. He earned 


them by being firm and fair with those 
with whom he came in contact, which 
makes his golden rule in life, spoken to 
me as advice when | pondered my future 
less than two weeks before his death, 
seem all the more understandable. 

“Alfred,’’ he said, ‘‘treat other people 
the way you want to be treated."’ 

And... 

In his home are these framed words: 
““Ask God to bless your work. Do not ask 
Him to do it for you.” 

In his office are these framed words: 
“What have you traded for what God 
has given you today?”’ 

In other words, the coach, who had 
frailties and often talked about them with 
me, went to his grave at peace with his 
God—"'The Good Lord,” as he called 
Him—and, in a way, that makes his end 
seem like a fresh beginning to me and 
many others who loved him. 

The coach was so human, yet so 
superior, that his life will be legendary 
from this day forward. He was a man for 


all seasons, not just fall, and was a man 
for all people. He was an example for 
anybody interested in achieving total 
success—purpose, conviction, 
knowledge, hard work and prayer were 
his ways of getting there—and he was 
unselfish to the point that he did not 
mind sharing his wisdom with other peo- 
ple attempting to master this thing called 
life. 

Paul Bryant did not merely bleed for 
The University of Alabama. He gave his 
life for her, played his game to the hilt, 
as he often commanded his players to 
do on the football field. And, as an elder- 
ly man, he completed the construction 
of a bridge younger men will cross 
behind him, with the light of his life, 
which has come and passed, making the 
path much easier to navigate. 

| cried many times as the cortege car- 
rying his body from First United 
Methodist Church in Tuscaloosa to 
Elmwood Cemetery in Birmingham 
made its way along the route to his final 
resting place. | was not alone, because 
while sitting on the bus directly in front of 
the hearse | gazed at the faces of 
thousands of heartbroken people who 
had come to pay homage to one of the 
greatest of men. They came from all 
races, all sexes and all ages, and all of 
them shared a common bond: grief trig- 
gered by the death of a man admired 
and revered. 

‘What if the coach had become a 
president of our nation?” 

That came to mind, because his was a 
uniting force that made people a team 
that had single purpose at heart. 

But he chose football, a game in 
which his challenging, caring and in- 
genious ways would make him the finest 
and winningest coach in history. 

As a fan, | will remember him for 
those victories. 

As a friend and loyal servant, | will 
remember him as my kind of man. 

And as | walk through the remainder 
of my life with a heavy piece of him in my 
heart, hoping through the years to put 
his advice to good purpose, | will long for 
the moment, The Good Lord willing, that 
| can see the coach again.

ting them anymore and, as a result, is seeing little playing time. 
Terry Williams is tall, but he doesn’t play in where it’s thick, and 
that’s where the rebounds are. Buck Johnson is a leaper, but he 
doesn't have the muscle yet. Alabama too often gives up second 
and third shots, too often doesn’t get more than one itself. 

Sometimes a team with less rebounding resources can make 
up in part by getting the loose balls. This Alabama team doesn’t 
do that. It's interesting that coaches feel rebounding and picking 
up the loose balls are both functions of ‘‘want to.”’ 

Alabama's defense has been inconsistent. For the most part, 
Bama’s man-to-man has been strong. The Tide is playing a so- 
called ‘‘help'’ defense this year, whereby when one Bama player 
is beaten, his teammates—particularly Hurt in the middle—are 
expected to try to take up the slack. There have been occasions 
this year when a spectator had the feeling that the ‘‘help”’ 
defense was an invitation for a player to perform at less than 100 
percent on defense, perhaps counting on a teammate to make 
the play, but basically the man-to-man has been good. The zone 
has been mostly ineffective, and it adds to the problem of Bama 
rebounding, which also contributes to keeping the Tide from get- 
ting into a running game. The press, almost always a zone press 
after made free throws or in a desperation situation after made 
field goals, has been executed well. 

Offensively, Alabama can be as good as any team in the coun- 
try or as poor as any team in the country. Ennis Whatley at point 
guard his few equals, probably none you have seen. He can run 
an offense, he can score almost at will. When Terry Williams, 
Mike Davis and Eric Richardson are hitting from outside the op- 
posing defense is unlikely to be able to cope. Bobby Lee Hurt is 
capable of spectacular offensive plays. Buck Johnson hasn't 
always shot well, but he makes NBA moves around the basket. 

But, when Bama's offense sputters it is pathetic. The Tide is 
not always patient, leading to poor shots and turnovers. Although
